G.S.R. 1582. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President here- 
by makes the following rules to amend the Indian Posts and 
Telegraphs Time Scale Clerks. Telecommunication Account* 
Branch Recruitment Rules, 1971, namely: — 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Indian Posts and 

Telegraphs (Time Scale Clerks, Telecommunication 
Accounts Branch) Recruitment (Amendment) Rules, 
1972. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub- 
lication in the official Gazette. 

2. in the Indian Posts and Telegraphs (Time Scale Clerks, 
Telecommunication Accounts Branch) Recruitment Rules, 
1971 (hereinafter referred to as the said rules), after rule 6, 
the following rule shall be inserted, namely:— 

‘ 7. Saving: Nothing in these rules shall effect reserva- 
tions and other concessions required to be provided 
for candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, 
Scheduled Tribes and other special categories in 
accordance with the orders issued by the Central 
Govt, from time to time in this regard." 

3. In Schedule to the said rules:- 

(a) for the entry in column 5, the following entry shall 
be substituted, namely: — 

“5. Between 18 and 25 years on 1st July of the 
year of recruitment”. 

<b) for the entry in column 8. the following entry shall 
be substituted, namely:— 

8. Two years or passing the aptitude test which- 
ever is later. Failure to pass the aptitude test 
in two years or in first four available chances 
will result in their discharge from service”.

G.S.K, 1583 .— In exercise of the powers conferred by sec- 
tion 7 of the Indian Telegraph Act, 1 885 (13 of 1885), the Central 
Government hereby makes the following rules further to amend 
the Indian Telegraph Rules, 1951, namely: —

1. These rules may be called the Indian Telegraph (Eleventh 
Amendment) Rules, 1972. 

2. In the Indian Telegraph Rules, 1951, — 

(a) In rule 40, for clause (xi), the following shall be 
substituted, namely: — 

“(xi) The fee for registration of an abbreviated address 
shall be Rs. 50/- payable for the calender year in advance to the 
officer in-charge of the telegraph office at which the registration 
is made. When registration is effected during the course “ 
year, the fee shall be charged pro-rate at the rate of Rs. 4.1/ 
per month inclusive of the month of registration, upto 3is 
December of that year." 

(b) In rule 110, for clause (b), the following shall be sub- 
stituted, namely: — 

“(b) Inslruitions restricting the delivery of telegrams 
during certain period of the day or night or for 
delivery to telephone or telex numbers round the 
clock shall not be charged for and shall not be treat- 
ed as special delivery instructions."

— (1) These regulations 
may be called the Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Service 
(Qualifying Examination for Telephone Operators) Regula- 
tions, 1972. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette.

(2) The form and manner of communication of the lesnlts

2. Definitions.— In these regulations, unless the conlext 
otherwise requires-- 

(a) “examination'’ means a qualifying examination to he 
held by the Central Government in the Ministn 
of Railways for appointment of Telephone Opera- 
tors to the Lower Division Grade of the Service ; 

(b) “Scheduled Castes” and “Scheduled Tribes” have 
the meanings respectively assigned to them in clauses 
(24) and (25) of article 366 of the Constitution; 

(c) “Telephone Operator" means a person holding the 
post of Telephone Operator in the Ministry of 
Ralway (Railway Board). 

(d) All other words and expressions used in these regu- 
lations and not defined but defined in the Railway 
Board Secretariat Clerical Service Rules, 1970, shall 
have the meanings respectively assigned to them in 
the said rules. 

3. Holding of the Examination.- -( 1 ) The Examination 
shall be conducted by the Central Government in the Minist- 
l-y of Railways in the manner notified from lime to time by 
them. 

(2) The dates on which and the places at which the exa- 
mination shall be held shall be fixed by the Central Govern- 
ment in tile Ministry of Railways. 


8. Appointments.— ( I ) Candidates shall have lo puss if not 
already passed one of the periodical typewriting (ests in 
English oi Hindi held by the Institute of Secretariat framing 
and Management at a minimum speed of 30 words in Eng- 
lish ur 25 words in Hindi, per minute, within a period of one 
veat from the date of appointment, failing which no annual 
increments snail be allowed to them until they have parsed 
the said test; 


(2) Candidates who do not pass the said typewriting test 
within the period of probation shall be liable to be discharged 
irom service; 


(3) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-regulations 
(1 ) and (2), a candidate, who has been declared by the com- 
petent medical authority, t.r. the Civil surgeon to be perma- 
nently unfit to pass the typewriting test because of a physical 
disability may, in consultation with the Department of Person- 
nel, be exempted from the requirement of passing the type- 
writing test and, in the event of his/her being so exempted, 
the provisions of sub-regulations (1) and (2) shall cease to 
be applicable to him/her from the date of such exemption; 


(4) Candidates, who had already passed or may pass the 
said test within a period or 6 months from the date of ap- 
pointment will, however, be granted the first increment after 
6 months instead of one year’s service which will be absorb- 
ed in the subsequent regular increments. 


4, Conditions of Eligibility (1) Any permanent or tem- 
porary Telephone Oporator shall be eligible to appear at the 
examination: — 

Provided that, a Telephone Operator, who is on deputa- 
tion (i) to another ex-cadre post with the approval of the 
competent authority or (ii) a Telephone Operator who has 
been appointed to another ex-cadre post or to another ser- 
vice on transfer if he/she continues to have a lien in the 
post of Telephone Operator shall be eligibU to be admitted 
to the examination if otherwise eligible. 


9. Penally for impersonation or other misconduct. — A can- 
didate who Ls or has been declared by the Central Government 
in the Ministry of Railways guilty of impersonation or of sub- 
mitting fabricated document or documents which has or have 
been tempered with or of making statements which are in- 
correct or false or of suppressing material information or 
otherwise resorting to any other irregular or improper means 
for obtaining admission to the examination, or of using or 
attempting to use unfair means in the examination hall or of 
misbehaviour in the examination hall, may, in addition to 
rendering himself /herself liable to criminal prosecution: — 


(2) Attempts at the Examination. — A -nidi late should 

not hav<j already completed more than once at the examina- 
tion held after the 1st January, 1972. 

(3) Fee. — Subject to such exemptions or concessions as 
may be notified from time to time in this behalf i candidate 
shall pay the fee specified by the Central Government in the 
Ministry of Railways. 

5. Canvassing of Candidates.— Any attempt on the part of 
a candidate to obtain support for his/her candidature by any 
means may be held by the Central Government in the Ministry 
of Railways to be conduct which would disqualify him/ 
her for admission to the Examination. 

6. Decision as to eligibility.— The decision of the Secretary 
Railway Board as to the eligibility or otherwise of a candi- 
date for admission to the examination shall be final, and no 
candidate to whom a certificate of admission has not been 


(a) be debarred permanently or for a specified penod 1 ; 

(i) by the Central Government in the Ministry of Rail- 
ways from admission to any examination or from 
appearance at any interview held by the said Minist- 
ry for selection of candidates; and 

(ii) by the Central Government from employment under 
it; 

(b) be liable to disciplinary action under the appropriate 
rules.
